G.S.R. 685(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (l) of section 124, read with sub-section (1) 
of section 132 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 
1963), the Central Government hereby approves the 
Cochin Port Trust Employees (Retirement) Amendment 
Regulations, 2009 made by the Board of Trustees for the 
Port of Cochin and set out in the Schedule annexed to this 
Notification. 

2. The said Amendment Regulations shall be deemed 
to have come into force on the 30th September, 2007. 

SCHEDULE 

Cochin Port Trust Employees (Retirement) Amendment 
Regulations, 2009 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of 
the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of 
Trustees of the Cochin Port Trust hereby makes the 
following regulations further to amend the Cochin Port 
Trust Employees (Retirement) Regulations, 1977 namely 

1. These Regulations may be called “the Cochin Port 
Trust Employees (Retirement) Amendment Regulations, 
2009". 

2. The said Amendment Regulations shall be deemed 
to have come into force on the 30th September, 2007. 

3. In the Cochin Port Employees (Retirement) 
Regulations, 1977, hereinafter called the said Regulations, 


Regulation 3 shall be substituted by the following, 
namely:— 

“3. Age of Retirement: 

Except as otherwise provided in these 
Regulations, every employee shall retire from 
service on the afternoon of the last day of the 
month in which he attains the age of sixty years: 
Provided that an employee whose date of birth is 
the first of a month, shall retire from service on 
the afternoon of the last day of the preceding 
month on attaining the age of sixty years.” 

4. In the said Regulations, Regulation 4 and 
Annexure thereto shall be substituted by the following, 
namely:— 

M 4. Extension of service/re-employment after 
retirement. 

No employee shall be granted extension in service 
beyond the age of superannuation : 

Provided that a specialist in medical or scientific 
fields, may in the interest of the Board be granted 
extension of service by the Chairman up to be 
age of sixty two years if such extension is in 
Public Interest and the grounds for such 
extension are recorded in writing: 

Provided further that the appropriate authority 
shall have the right to terminate the extension of 
service before the expiry of such extension by 
giving a notice in writing of not less than three 
months in the case of a permanent or a quasi- 
permanent employees, or, of one month in the 
case of a temporary employee, or pay and 
allowances in lieu of such notice.”
